Mr,  Mayor  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  your  health 
department  and  on  the  public  health  of  the  City  for  the  year  1956. 

Also  included  is  the  usual  section  giving  details  of  the  work  of  the 
divisional  health  services  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County  CCuncll# 

The  department  has  been  much  occupied  during  the  year  with  the  removal  or 
rehabilitation  of  houses  which  are  defective,  and  also  with  the  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  should  do  so  much  to  increase 
the  cleanliness  and  safety  of  our  food. 

Apart  from  some  influenza  in  January  and  February,  the  year  was  not 
notable  for  any  epidemic.  Fewer  young  babies  died  than  in  any  previous  year" 
Another  landmark  was  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
which,  as  its  name  implies,  gives  Increased  power  to  local  authorities  to 
clean  up  the  air  we  all  breathe.  One  in  ten  of  all  male  deaths  in  the  City 
during  the  year  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  Recent  research 
has  made  it  plain  that  people  who  smoke  tobacco,  particularly  in  cigarette 
form,  are  more  likely  to  die  from  this  condition  than  people  who  do  not  smoke 
and  that  the  more  one  smokes  the  greater  the  likelihood  of  developing  lung 
cancer.  It  is  especially  important  that  these  facts  should  be  brought  to 
the  notice  of  young  people,  for  many  experience  difficulty  in  giving  up 
smoking  once  they  have  acquired  the  habit. 

The  sections  of  the  report  on  sanitary  circumstances,  refuse  removal, 
salvage,  housing  and  food  constitute  the  report  of  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  to  whom  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  much  advice  and  help. 

I  am  also  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  their  officers  for 
many  kindnesses  and  continued  help,

3.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  accommodation  at 
schools  for  medical  inspection  due  to  the  addition  of  "West 
Riding"  classrooms  overcrowded  schools,  and  to' the 
passing  of  the  post  war  ’bulge’  in  the  lower  age  groups. 

It  is  much  better  for  all  concerned  when  the  inspection  can 
take  place  at  the  school  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Elducation  Act,  and  not  at  the  clinic,  as  we  have  had 
to  do  in  some  instances, 

A  full  programme  of  medical  inspection  and  of  general  and 
special  clinics  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.

(d)  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES 


The  three  fixed  centres  at  Ripon,  Summerbridge,  and 
Pateley  Bridge  have  continued  to  provide  throughout 
the  year  the  services  indicated  in  my  report  for  1955. 
In  addition,  welfare  centre  facilities  are  provided  by 
the  mobile  clinic  in  many  villages  where  it  would 
otherwise  be  impossible  to  provide  them*  The 
popularity  of  this  venture  is  reflected  in  the 
attendances  “  which  often  mean  a  long  walk  for  mothers 
with  their  babies  -  and  which  are  roughly  equal  in 
number  to  the  total  of  the  two  fixed  clinics  in  the 
rural  part  of  the  Division.

5.  MIDWIFERY 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  six  district  nurse  midwives 
doing  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  Division.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  fill  one  vacancy,  but  a  part  time  District  nurse 
midwife  is  employed  on  a  temporary  basis. 


It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  this  service 
properly  staffed  because  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
housing  accommodation.  It  was  suggested  to  the  County  Council 
during  the  year  that  they  should  purchase  a  suitable  house  in 
Ripon  for  the  accommodation  of  two  nurses,  but  the  authority 
would  not  agree.  With  further  retirements  not  very  far  off, 
the  position  is  likely  to  become  serious  unless  something  is 
done. 


The  screening  of  applications  for  admission  to  Ripon 
Maternity  Home  continued  during  the  year  and  almost  2/3  of 
the  confinements  took  place  either  there  or  in  other 
maternity  hospitals.
